() — I have been discharged from 
service, and have applied for the 
new form of government term insu- 
rance for non-disabled veterans. 
At some later time may [| convert 
this to a permanent plan? 

A — No. This insurance is not 
convertible to any other plan of 
government life insurance. How- 
ever, it may be renewed every five 
years, as term insurance, at the 
premium rate for your then-attained 


| age. 


Q—Approximately six months 
ago we bought a home with a GI 
loan, From time to time we have 
leard other people who purchased 
homes with GI loans speak of a 
‘‘oratuity’’ payment. Would you 
please explain the meaning of this 
term? 

A—On all V A-guaranteed or in- 
sured loans, a gratuity payment is 
made to the lender, which does 
not have to be repaid by the vet- 
eran. This gratuity payment is 
computed at four percent of the 
amount guaranteed, up to a maxi- 
mum of $160. For example, if the 
VA guarantee on a GI loan amounts 
to $3,000, the gratuity payment 
would be $120. This amount is 
considered by the lender as a 
payment against the loan principal, 


(JQ—I served in World War II and 
stayed on active duty afterwards, 
and last week was discharged from 
service. Am I eligible for readjust- 
ment allowances for unemployment, 
or has that GI. Bill benefit already 
expired? 

A—You may still be eligible for 
unemployment allowances, if you 
are able to work, are available for 
suitable work, and register for 
work with a public employment 
office and meet other requirements 
as to service and diseharge. For 
most veterans, however, no pay- 
ments may be made for any week 
which begins later than July 25, 
1952.
